to locate the mob, G ovan W ard. 25- 
year-old Negro ax slayer of a w hite 
farm er, was lynched Tuesday. 
T he mob which earlier h a d seized 
th e Negro from Sheriff J. T. Moore 
was said by th e sheriff to have in ­ 
cluded some Negroes. 
A half mile from th e scene of the 
killing of C. G. Stokes, th e Negro, 
said to have been m entally deficient, 
was hanged to an oak tree an d bul­ 
lets fired into his body. T h e ly n ch ­ 
ing took place about four hours a ft­ 
er the killing of Stokes. 
Sought To A vert Violence 
T he sheriff, fearing violence, was 
taking the Negro from th e county 
and said he was forced to su rren d er 
him to the mob IO m iles from here. 
Moore said th ere w ere about 25 
men, som e w hite and som e Negroes, 
in the group w hich h alted his a u to ­ 
mobile and took th e N egro from 
him an d a deputy, T. J. B ean, as 
they were 
taking him 
to Rocky 
M ount for safe keeping. 
T h e mob 
took 
W ard 
back 
to 
H ayesville 
tow nship, 
about 
halfw ay betw een 
Louisburg 
and 
H enderson, 
and 
lynched him. 
W hile a crowd of several h u ndred 
milled about in 
th e grove 
w here 
W ard was lynched C oroner R. A 
Bobbitt located the body an d held 
an Inquest. 
T he verdict, rendered 
in five m inutes, was d e a th a t the 
hands of parties unknow n. 
W illiam Y. B ickett, of R aleigh, 
prosecuting officer for th is judicial 
district, 
and 
C ounty 
A ttorney 
C harles G reen atten d ed th e inquest 
and 
said 
they 
would 
prosecute 
m em bers of th e mob if th ey could 
be identified. 
Severed F arm er's H ead 
W ard ran wild early in th e day, 
first h ittin g his sister w ith a rock 
and th en striking Sturgeon Ayscue, j 
a farm er, w ith a bottle. 
Stokes, In a nearby field, rushed 
to Ayscue's assistance an d a tte m p t­ 
ed to reason w ith th e Negro. W ard 
knocked Stokes down w ith a rock, 
th en seized an ax an d decap itated 
him. 
O th er Negroes overpow ered him 
an d tu rn ed him over to authorities. 
He attem pted to escape w hile a doc­ 
tor was exam ining him 
an d 
was 
subdued only a fte r he h a d broken 
up office furniture. 
He w as th e n tak en to Jail and 
later rem oved by th e sheriff, who 
planned to tra n sfe r him to Rocky 
M ount to prevent m ob violence.

Judge €. B. Ames Expires 
Following Heart Attack; 
Distinguished Career. 


NEW YORK, July 31. 
Judge C. B, Ames; chairm an of 
th e board of T he T exas Corp., died 
suddenly of a h ea rt attack July 21 
a t his sum m er hom e a t M eredith, 
N. II. He would have been 05 years 
old on Aug. I. 
B urial was on July 
24 a t O klahom a City, Okla.. where 
h e spent m ost of his early business 
life. Judge Ames is survived by his 
wife, one daughter a n d four sons. 
A distinguished legal carreer lay 
behind Judge Ames w hen he entered 
th e oil industry as general counsel 
and director of T he T exas Co., in 
1923. 
Me had been handling this 
com pany's legal business in O kla­ 
hom a for some years previous. 
In 
1911 he was elected judge of the 
Suprem e 
C ourt 
Comm ission 
of 
O klahom a, in 
1916 he was m ade 
president of th e sta te bar associa­ 
tion, and in 1919 P resident Wilson 
appointed him assistan t to A ttorney 
G eneral 
A. 
M itchell 
Palm er, 
in 
which position he represented the 
U. S . governm ent in th e fam ous U. 
S. Steel Corp., case of 1920. 
D uring 
an 
11-year 
connection 
w ith The T exas Co., he resigned 
twice, only to rejoin each tim e in a 
higher executive capacity. T he first 
tim e lie left th e com pany was in 
1925. when he resigned to resum e 
p riv ate practice, b ut in 1928 he re­ 
joined the com pany as vice-presi­ 
d en t and director. 
In November, 1932, he resigned 
again to become president of the 
A m erican Petroleum Institute, suc­ 
ceeding Judge Amos L. Beaty, but 
In May, 1933, he w as elected to the 
chairm anship of th e com pany to 
succeed R. C. Holmes, and relin­ 
quished the in stitu te position. 
Ile was one of th e early oil com­ 
p an y executives to p ublicly condem n 
tile old code prom ulgated under the 
NIRA, describing it as “incapable 
of efficient adm inistration and tend­ 
ing to build up bureaucratic control 
a t W ashington,” in a talk before 
th e Economic Council for Engineers 
m eeting under th e auspices of the 
Stevens In stitu te of Technology a t 
Johnsonburg, N. J.. In Aug., 1934. 
W hen th e P lanning St C oordina­ 
tion com m ittee a t W ashington was 
enlarged the early p a rt of 1934, 
Judge Ames w as m ade a member. 
Born in M acon. Miss., in 1870, he 
graduated in 1890 from Em ory and 
H enry college and received his law 
degree from the U niversity of M is­ 
sissippi.
